For Westerners the outstanding 
feature of Moday’s budget was the 
announcement that the Government 
would absorb costs of transporting 
wheat from Western Canada to the 
extent of five cents per bushel. Thiz, 
in. effect, means that the Western 
farmer will receive five cents a 
bushel more for this year’s crop. The 
measure, Mr, Bennett made clear, is 
a temporary one, and is evidently de- 
signed to assist agriculture during 
the present crisis. 

Of equal importance to Alberta— 
and incidentally, also to Nova ScOtia, 
and Vancouver Island—are coal tar- 
iff alterations. Duties of 40 cents 
and a dollar a ton respectively are 
imposed upon anthracite coal and 
coke under the general tariff; the 
rates on bituminous coal and coal 
screenings are raised to 75 cents 
general tariff and rates on charcoal 
are set at $7.60 a ton. 

Alberta operators will benefit also 
fiom extension of the area within 
which the government subsidy on 
coal freight rates is operative as far 
East as Fort Francis 
Lookout, Ontario. 

These items in the budget are ges- 
tures to the West. For a long time 
Alberta coal interest have been press- 
ing for protection in the Manitoba 
and Ontario market for their semi- 
bituminous product. They have ar- 
gued that semi-bituminous coal could 
be used instead of imported anthra- 
cite and that the cheapness of the 
former would make up for the dif- 
ference in quality. This provision of 
the budget is a big step towards gra- 
tification of Western coal operators 
desires. 

The general items of the budget 
are of a satisfactory nature. Mr 
Bennett had a difficult statement to 
make. He had to announce a de- 
ficit of $75,244,973. 

The deficit reflects not only Cana- 
dian but world conditions. Customs 
revenue was down $48,000,000. Sales 
tax receipts totalled $20,785,000, less 
than half the previous.year’s total 
The total yield from excise dropped 
$7,289,000 from the $65,086,000 fig- 
ure recorded in the Dunning budget. 
Income tax receipts alone showed an 
increase. Total collections for the 
past fiscal year were $71,048,000, as 
against $69,021,000 in the preceding 
year. 

Mr. Bennett had only two ways of 
meeting the deficit—imcreasing his 
revenues on the one hand, and de- 
creasing his expenditures on the oth- 
er. The budget presented Monday 
represents a compromise. As was 
predicted the sales tax, which was 
reduced last session from two to one 
per cent., was raised to four per 
cent. This constitutes the biggest 
single step to increase revenue. 

One of the worst drags this year 
upon the Government has been caus- 
ed by unemployment. Mr. Bennett’s 
statement showed that contracts in- 
itiated in consequence of  un- 
employment amounted to $69,600,948 
and that at the end of March 248,000 
persons were employed. Of the $20,- 
000,000 unemployment money provid- 
ed to the end of March, $8,431,000 
was actually paid, and was disbursed 
as follows:

This is an unusually heavy drain, 
and present indications are that the 
relief program adopted is today ina- 
dequate. The budget declaration up- 
on unemployment expenditure during 
the past year strengthens the arzu- 
ment that a Dominion-wide confer- 
ence on the subject is needed.

Pools Nearing 
Their End 


History is being made these days 
in the field of co-operative market- 
ing of wheat in Western Canada. 
During the present week, members 
of the Manitoba Wheat Pool voted 
on a proposal to re-establish - the 
epen market system of sale, a peti- 
tion has been presented to the Bask- 
atchewan Government to bring about 
the immediate dissolution of the 
Wheat Pool of that province, and of- 
ficials of the Alberta Pool have been 
in conference for several days t» de- 
termine the fate of this -organiza 
tion. 

It is obvious that supporters of 
the pool movement have been trav- 
Aling around a circle. They are get- 
ting back to the position they oc- 
cupied in 1923 and 1924 and the great 
co-operative selling enterprise *estab- 
lished in the prairie provinces faces 
most critical days. Economical de- 
velopments have contributed to the 
destruction, or at the least the par- 
tial paralysis, of the pool movement. 
The operations of the three provin- 
cial pools have resulted in a total 
indebtedness of $22,000,000, and this 
has served to spread gloom and dis- 
couragement among the huge pool 
membership. A major proportion of 
pool members has reached the de- 
finite opinion that the pools cannot 
carry on successfully under present 
conditions without adopting hedging 
tactics or some other form of insur- 
ance against falling markets. Ab- 
sence of this protection has resulted 


in immense losses to pool members. | 
The average grain grower, whether |

poo! or non-pool, demands  protec- 
tion against the future and he wants 
the best prices obtainable. 

World conditions governing the 
sale of wheat have been revolution- 
ized in the past two years. 
entry of Russia as an exporter on a 
huge scale has been an important 
factor in the change, but in addition 
the increase in production in Argen- 
‘tina, Australia and the Danubian 
countries has robbed Canadian wheat 
ef its former prized pre-eminence in 
the world wheat market. Today 
Canada is only a faotor, not the 
leading factor in the situation, and 
former ideas that the world cannot 
get along without Canadian wheat 
must be thrown into the discard.

necessary to produce a popular,flour, 
There has to be a complete reorient- 
ation of ideas, and it is not surpris- 
ing that in this topsy-turvey era 
many thousands of western wheat 
growers are recanting their belief 
in co-operation. They have reached 
a mental stage when they want to 
try something else and that lies in 
the direction of marketing their own 
grain. 

If Manitoba pool members adopt 
the open sale principle and tne 
Saskatchewan pool is dissolved, the 
Alberta Wheat Pool will be in a dif- 
ficult position. There will inevitably 
be a heavy desertion movement of 
members influenced by what is hap- 
pening in the sister provinces. One 
reasonably safe prediction is that it 
will have to modify its regulations 
to permit the hedging of grain. It 
looks like the only way to protect 
its members on a world market in 
which everyone fights for himself. 

The week’s developments are of 
paramount interest to pool members, | 
but they are not without concern to 
the prairie governments. If dissolu- 
tion of the great co-operatitve enter- 
prises occurs, the only security left 
for the government guarantees of) 
$222,000,000 is the elevators owned by 
the pools. Manitoba has not even 
this protection. Most of the priyate 
grain companies have been hard hit 
by recent market developments and | 
may not be in a position to purchase 
more elevators.
